t REMEMBER the time I came back from war and, 
A having no other clothes or money to buy them, 
had to w ander around my old home town of Pueblo 
for weeks in my uniform. I thought pretty well of 
my self as a returned hero, too, but one day I over­ 
heard a citizen say to another: "W hen is that bum 
going to take off that uniform and go to work?” 
Well, th at crack has rankled in my bosom to this 
day . I think may be it helped develop my current ob­ 
session that national legislation should be enacted at 
once to m ake definite and adequate provision for 
the soldiers and sailors of this w-ar after being dis­ 
charged from the service. 
I notice that already many civilians are commenc­ 
ing to act bored by the stories of the boy s just back 
from the front. This boredom reflects the feeling 
that will be general among civilians immediately 
after the war is over. They will not want to listen 
to the veterans and soon will be resenting them 
because they will be a reproach to the civilian con­ 
science. 
Then when the veterans ask for a little m aterial 
recognition of their service, they will encounter the 
same resistance that m et the fighting men of ’17, 
whose request for adjusted compensation was op­ 
posed by civilians as an unreasonable imposition 
upon the taxpay ers. The veterans will be pushed 
around just as they were soon after they got out of 
the service and later when they went to Washing­ 
ton to press their campaigns, a visit that produced 
one of the most shameful chapters in our history .

H ERE are several bills before the committees of 
congress providing for continuance of pay for 
the servicemen for six months to a y ear after dis­ 
charge. Yet, up to date, nothing has come of the 
bills nor has any other legislation that is worth a 
nickel to the men been enactfed. Many glowing prom­ 
ises have been made by the administration, but y ou 
cannot eat promises. 
If the administration Is on the level about doing 
something for the veterans, why not do it now? 
W hen a man who has been in the army or navy 
a couple of y ears finds himself suddenly throwm 
back into civil life, it takes him a little time to re­ 
adjust himself. His w-hole life has been changed, 
His processes of thinking have been altered. The 
transition is l>ound to leave him a bit confused He 
needs to rest to reflect and look around him. 
The men now in the service are supposed to get 
their old jobs back but. lots of jobs will have vanished 
before the war is over, and the others will be filled. 
Employ ers will be just as indisposed to making 
changes as they were when the veterans of ’17 came 
home. I doubt that 50 percent of them got their old 
jobs. Only too many could get no jobs at all for 
months and months, and in the meantime they 
lived as best they could.

re st with Gen. Sir Claude J. E. Auchlnleck. 
In any event, India’s affairs now rest largely in 
the hands of men trained for the perform ance of 
military obligations, 
a circumstance that will not 
be overlooked, leaBt of all by the Japanese.

C 
RITICISM of John L. L ew li and other American 
p e r so n a lity by a Soviet trade union paper, 
■which accuses them of aiding Berlin by their ac­ 
tions, does not sit well with Americans. They re­ 
serve the right to do their own criticizing. This 
happens to be a private fight, with no outsiders al­ 
lowed. 
Considering the source, Americans properly re­ 
sent talk about aiding Berlin. The differences of 
opinion that arise In this country are honest; they 
may be of comfort to the enemy sometimes, but 
that Is accidental, not intentional. Mr. Lewis can 
fight with his own government, if he feels that way, 
without convicting himself of pro-Nazi leanings. 
One of the most Insidious habits encouraged by 
the doctrinaire method of Judgment employed under 
one-party government Is that of accusing everyone 
who is not for you of being against you. Americans, 
whatsoever else they may think about Mr. Lewis, 
do not think be Is against his own country. He may 
be wrong about a lot of things, but he has the privi­ 
lege of living in a country where the right to be 
wrong is zealously guarded.

The implications of the W avell appointment could 
be relatively slight, or they could be momentous, 
a prospect which will be examined closely by per­ 
sons in a position to discover what Is going on. 
India is the closest available United Nations base 
tor proceeding with the war against Japan on the 
continent. It is, moreover, a military problem in it­ 
self. Field Marshal W avell, though he takes civil­ 
ian status In ordsr to occupy his new office, Is one 
of Great Britain’s capable m ilitary leaders. On the 
face of it, his appointment strongly suggests that 
It will be hie responsibility . to administer Indian 
affairs to the best advantage for the successful 
prosecution of the war, though the responsibility of 
fighting Japan will belong to the head of a new and 
separate command, while the defense of India will 
rest with Gen. Sir Claude J. E. Auchlnleck. 
In any event, India’s affairs now rest largely in 
the hands of men trained for the performance or 
military obligations, a circumstance that will not 
be overlooked, least of all by the Japanese.

t REMEMBER the time I came back from war and, 
I having no other clothes or money to buy them, 
had to wander around my old home town of Pueblo 
for w eeks in my uniform. I thought pretty well of 
m yself as a returned hero, too, but one day I over­ 
heard a citizen say to another; “When is that bum 
going to take off that uniform and go to work?” 
W ell, that crack has rankled in my bosom to this 
day. I think maybe it helped develop my current ob­ 
session that national legislation should be enacted at 
once to make definite and adequate provision for 
the soldiers and sailors of this war after being dis­ 
charged from the service. 
I notice that already many civilians are commenc­ 
ing to act bored by the stories of the boys just back 
from the front. Tills boredom reflects the feeling 
that will be general among civilians Immediately 
after the war Is over. They will not want to listen 
to the veterans and soon will be resenting them 
because they will be a reproach to the civilian con­ 
science. 
Then when the veterans ask for a little material 
recognition of their service, they will encounter the 
same resistance that met the fighting men of ’17, 
whose request for adjusted compensation was op­ 
posed by civilians as an unreasonable imposition 
upon the taxpayers. The veterans will be pushed 
around just as they were soon after they got out of 
the service and later when they went to Washing­ 
ton to press their campaigns, a visit that produced 
one of the most shameful chapters in our history. 
T 
HERE are several bills before the committees of 
congress providing for continuance of pay for 
the servicem en for six months to a year after dis­ 
charge. Yet, up to date, nothing has come of the 
bills nor has any other legislation that is worth a 
nickel to the men been enacted. Many glowing prom­ 
ises have been made by the administration, but you 
cannot eat promises. 
If the administration is on the level about doing 
som ething for the veterans, why not do it now? 
When a man who has been in the army or navy 
a couple of years finds him self suddenly thrown 
back into civil life, it takes him a little time to re­ 
adjust himself. His whole life has been changed. 
His processes of thinking have been altered. The 
transition is bound to leave him a bit confused He 
needs to rest to reflect and look around him. 
The men now in the service are supposed to get 
their old jobs back but lots of jobs will have vanished 
before the war is over, and the others will be filled. 
Employers will be just as indisposed to making 
changes as they were when the veterans of ’17 came 
home. I doubt that 50 percent of them got their old 
jobs. Only too many could get no jobs at all for 
months and months, and In the meantime they 
lived as best they could. 


I 
F service pay is continued for a year after dis4 
charge, the men in this war will have time to 
ease them selves back into civil life gradually and 
without the worry of unemployment. To the criti­ 
cism that this would make confirmed idlers of many 
of the veterans, I answer that it will not make as 
many idlers as the lack of employment and the lack 
of money, too. 
The continuance of pay would be In lieu of the 
bonus the veterans surely will demand that will have 
to be paid sooner or later. Continuing the pay of 
the men would break the economic fall in many 
communities that is sure to follow the dispersal of 
the army. We probably will retain a large number of 
men in the service for some years to come, but most 
of them will be on foreign stations where they will 
be spending their pay, not in this country.

boosts already granted. They want 
the higher prices now. not a sub­ 
sidy stoppage that will disappear 
with war's end. 
There's a special explanation for 
the vehemence of southern oppo 
aition. The subsidies so far apply

to food. Food crops aren’t

The south won’t benefit .so 
much under a food subsidy pro 
gram. 
Economists On Both Sides 
There are economists of stand­ 
ing on both sides of the subsidy 
fence. Pros argue that subsdlies 
actually

other controls. They say that a 
2-cent incut subsidy at the source 
means a 3- to 4-rent savings at re­ 
tail, through lower profit percent­ 
ages added along the distributive 
line. 
They hold subsidies, paid from 
federal funds, are more equitable 
because federal funds derive from 
taxes based on ability to pay. 
Anti-subsidy economists say food 
subsidies are only a beginning, that 
once they are assured, pressure 
groups will begin agitating for sub­ 
sidies CMI furniture, clothing, rent 
and other living cost factors. They 
forsee fl terrific national debt In 
crease, in addition to the cost of 
armaments, if the subsidy principle 
once gets a foot In the door. 
Adm inistration Could Bo Costly 
The, antis also discount the a r­ 
gum ent that subsidies are cheap­ 
er. 
Costs of administration, they 
say, 
would outmatch 
initial 
sav­ 
ings. 
Finally, they m y the limited 
benefits of subsidy 
will not 
be 


enough to assure full production 
by disgruntled farmers. 
Middle-groundere 
expect 
some 
production lose under subsidies as 
opposed to a “free” market, but 
see the matching gain of a con­ 
trolled price structure, free from 
the threat of an inflation spiral.

Some political analysts profess

H erb ert R. O’Conor of M aryland, conference chairm an: "The 
states m ust be preserved in thefr

That, governm ent which is closest 
to th e people and in which the 
people have the m ost d irect p arti­ 
cipation is m ore likely to reflect 
the public will than a rem ote cen­ 
tralized governm ent."

wish 
th a t 
federal 
agencies 
could be m ade to see th a t federal, 
state and local governm ents m ust 
work to g eth er as a team ; th a t all 
thinking, planning and execution 
cannot be done In W ashington to 
the exclusion of states and cities; 
and th at real national unity comes 
from the grass roots of the 48 
states ra th er than from the direc­ 
tives of innum erable bureaus in 
W ashington, D. C.”

S. em ploym ent service office 
on

st. 
T hursday,

and S aturday to interview appli­ 
cants for the state-federal spon­ 
sored service. 
- All physical disabilities, w hether 
they are acquired a t b irth , or by 
m ilitary service, accident, injury or 
disease, are included in 
the re ­ 
habilitation 
program , 
which 
pro­ 
vides vocational assistance to the 
deaf, hard-of-hearing, blind, p artial­ 
ly 
sighted, 
cardiac, 
crippled, 
m aim ed, tubercular and others who 
qualify. 
A total of 1,897 letters has been 
m ailed to physically handicapped 
persons and sm aller employer* In 
Colum biana, M ahoning and Trum ­ 
bull counties, which have 667 em ­ 
ployes who could help train the 
known 1,230 cases in the area. 
C olum biana county has 118 of 
the 455 artificial appliance cases in 
the three counties, and 70 of the 
general rehabilitation cases out of 
the 470 listed in the arca.

T he num ber of em ployers avail­ 
able is estim ated a t 186 in Colum­ 
biana, 231 in Trum bull and 250 in 
M ahoning, who will be asked to 
cooperate "in training the handi­ 
capped at governm ent expense. 
C ounselling and guidance serv­ 
ice is available to each disabled 
applicant, whose

A nother was a oase of a m an with 
both hands am putated who wore an 
artificial on the rig h t hand. Em ­ 
ploym ent was found w ith a baking 
company, which is using him to 
assist in breaking in horses— which 
have supplanted its tru ck s — and 
later he will be tran sferred to the 
bakery as a janitor. 
In another case suitable em ploy­ 
m ent was found a fter training for 
a girl of 24 who had lost her right 
foot, her left hand and th ree fin­ 
gers of her right hand w hen she 
fell into a mowing m achine. 
Trained In Radio W ork 
P ersons left crippled by infantile 
p araly sis' have 
been 
trained 
as 
radio technicians; and som e are 
doing w atch repair. O ne with loss 
of hearing and a speech defeat 
was trained for successful employ­ 
m ent as a floral designer, one be­ 
cam e a die-m aker and m any who 
have lost lim bs have become weld­ 
ers, and thus are able to contri­ 
bute to the w ar effort, 'besides ac­ 
quiring a trade th at will earn them 
a livelihood, Mr. Mehl pointed out. 
"T he store or shop is the ‘school’, 
the m anager the ‘teacher,’ and the 
crippled person is the ‘stu d en t’,” 
Mr. Mehl added, sum m ing up the 
program . 
Since 1921, when Ohio accepted 
the provisions of the federal re­ 
habilitation act, over 12,000 per­ 
sons have been rehabilitated in the 
state, and m ore than 1,500 persons 
are referred for assistance each 
year.
